Iwill not fay, but our Poor may be ill-forted 
in England, too many in one Work, ‘too few in 
another ; too many in our Manufaétures, and 
too few in our Husbandry 5 too. many in our 
Corporations, and too few in the Country ; too 
on Shore, and too few in our Ships: But

Nor willl affirm, but in Extraordinary Ca- 
fes, fuch as the Stop of this or that Manufa- 
@ure; a Fafhion, a War, a Popular Humour 
a General Mourning, of which we have had 
toomany~needlefs ones, or any other Accident 
of Trade, there may be a want of Work in 
this or -that particular Trade; as ina Mourn- 
ing, the Silver-Spinners, Wire-Drawers, and 
Lacemen, &e. may want Work, or in cafeofa 
Stop of the Turkey Trade, the Scarlet-Dyers 
would dothe fame ; and the like. 

But m general, the height of Wages is a 
proof that there is more Work in Engiind, than 
there are Hands to perform it. 

Icome now ¢o prove, That this Price of La- 
bour, is the vaft Hinge on which the Wealth of 
the Nation turns ; and that it cannot be the 
Interefi cf England to reduce it. 

Firft, By the Rate of Labour, the Poor are

But ifany Man will permit himfelf to Exa- 
mine how well thofe People may Live, and 
how well {ome of them.doLive, wheare 
Husbands, and regard their Families, who one 
ly by theic Handy-labour,.as Joyrnéy-men, can 
ro from 15 s. per'Week, to sos; per Week 
Wages, as Thoufands of Artifans in Englund 
can; if any Man pal to Compare thefé ‘Reo- 
ple, "tis plain the Dearnefs of Wages forms.dur 
pork into more Claffes than other Nations<aat 
ew. 

Thefe Men Live beteer.in Zngland, than the 
Mafters and Employers in Foreign Countries 
can; and you havea Clafs of your Topping 
Workmen in England, who being only Jour- 
ney-men under Manufaéturers, are yet very 
fubRantial Fellows; Maintain their Families ve+ 
ry well, have good Things about them, and 
Enpy a Plenty unknown in Foreign Couns 
tries. 

To reduce thefe to Wages juft fufficient for 
Life, would be a Diminifhing the Publick 
Wealth ro a Degree unexpreflible, and Rob- 
bing England of the Peculiar, which is her Ho- 

Ss ROU, 


notr, that her Poor Live better than in any 
Part of the World. 

But this is not all: If you reduce the Rate 
of Wages in England, you, of Courfe, reduce 
the Price of Provifions, or elfe you Starve the 
Poor 3 if you reduce the Price of Provilions, 
you reduce the Rent of Lands, or elfe you 
Starve the Farmer, and Ruine the Tenants; if 
you reduce the Rent of Lands, you of Courfe 
tink the Value 3 and thus, at once, you Weaken 
your General Stock, lower the Eftates of all 
the Gentry in England, and link the whole Free- 
hold of the Nation- 

Now let us Examine here two Things + 

1. What Proportion thefe Things will bear 
to one another; and whether the Advantage 
will be an Equivalent tothe Damage: And, 

2. By what Methods Trade can make us a 
mends for the Lofs on our Free-hold. 

1. As tothe Proportion, let us ftate it fairly : 
“To reduce thePrice of our Mannfaétures a lictle, 
will not anfwer the End; to reduce it a great 
deal, will Ruine it 5 but it will be allow’d, that 
to reduce it effetually, it muft be brought to 
an Equality, at leaft, with thofe that attempt 

Suppofe thea to reduce: our Manufacture 10 
per Cent. in Value, that is to fink the Price 10 
per Cent. 

Firft, *Tis plain, this muft lie all on the Wa- 
ges, for'on the Ingredients, or Materials, 


15 per Cent. on the Labour of the Manufa- 
turer, amounts to aboutan Eigth part of their 


Wages; let us trace this in its Natural Pro. — 


grels, this muft fink Provitions an Eighth part, 
and that the Rent of Farms; and thus the whole 
Nation is at one Blow, an Eighth part lefs 
worth than they were before; he that has 800 
Pounds a Year, has now but 7; hethat had 8 
Score Pounds a Year, has now but 7; and fo in 
every thing. 

Let us proceed to another Terrible Con- 
fequence of this, which perhaps every: Body 
does not forefee ; as this Low’ring the Wages of 
the Poor will fink the Free-hold of England, fo 
the Publick Charge being the fame, and the Vas 
lue lefs 5 thatis to bear it, the Nation will be 
Burthen’d Intolerably 

From whence will proceed two fatal Artie 
cles. 

1. We fhall not be able to raife thofe Powers, 
= fo formidable in the World, as now 
we do. 

2. Our Efteem Abroad, and the Figure we 
fhal] make in the World, will fink in proporti:
